1. Claims 1-30 of application 10/709.949, are pending in the application. This 
comnnunication is in response to the amendment received 1 1-June-2007. 

Claim Rejections under 35 (/.S.C. § 102 

2- The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in 
public use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent 
in the United States. 

2.1 Claims 1.17 and 25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by the 
article authored by Grivet-Talocia, entitled Adaptive Transient Solution of Nonuniform 
Multiconductor Transmission Lines Using Wavelets, 

2.2 Grivet-Talocia discloses: 

In regard to claims 1,17 and 25: simulation of transient conditions in a circuit using a piecewise 
constant model [p. 1563, col. 2, par. 3], comprising the steps of: 

evaluating an error criteria to determine a maximum allowable change in one of a current and a 
voltage [p. 1569, col. 2. par. 2; and Fig. 4(a)]; and 

simulating the transient conditions [p. 1563, Abstract and col. 1, pars. 1-2; p. 1564, cdl. 1, par. 2] 
by implementing an adaptive step in the piecewise constant model according to the maximum 
allowable change [p. 1563, col, 1, par. 1 and col. 2, par. 3]; and 

analyzing the circuit based on a result of the simulating [p. 1563, col. 2, par. 3], 
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Claim Objections 

3- Claims 2-8, 1 8-24 and 26-30 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 



Allowed Claims 

4. Claims 9-16 are deemed allowable over the prior art of record at this time, pending 
resolution of any rejections noted above, because the prior art does not specifically claim 
simulation of transient conditions in a circuit using a piecewise constant model, wherein a 
plurality of first steps in the piecewise constant model are replaced with a lesser number of 
second steps to address an error criteria; and simulating the transient conditions using the 
piecewise constant model including the lesser number of second steps.
